ALBANY — The City of 
Albany has received $57,500 
from the State of California 
as its share of the May aHlo- 
cation of the sales and use 
taxes collected in behalf of 
the City and Alameda 
County. 

William M. Bennett, 
chairman of the State 
Board of Equalization, said 
that a total of $95.6 million 
was paid to the cities of the 
State with an additional 
$15.6 million going to the 
counties, An additional 
$27.8 million from the one- 
quarter of one percent local 
sales and use tax was paid 
to counties for local trans- 
portation funds. 

BART received $4.5 mill- 
ion from the additoinal 
one-half of one percent 
sales tax paid in the coun- 
ties it serves, Alameda, 
Contra Costa and San 
Francisco. 

Alameda County received 
$650,000 as it share of the 
‘sales tax, plus another 
$1,412,500 from the one- 
quarter of one percent local 
transportation fund. 

The State Board of 
Equalization administers 
the six percent sale tax and 
use tax; four and three- 
quarters percent of which 
goes to the state and one 
and one-quarter percent to 
the cities and counties. In 
the BART areas, there is an 
additional one-half of one 
percent collected.

valescence and rehabilita- 
tion center. 

Stating there is to be an 
expenditure of $150,000 to 
$200,000 to make the old 
edifice at Marin and 
Masonic suitable for wheel 
chair patients, Robert 
Montgomery of the Alta 
Bates staff, said it is hoped 
to have the hospital back in 
operation within six to 
seven months, with a target 
date of September or Oc- 
tober for opening opera- 
tions. 

Asked by members of the 
City Council if there wert to 
be emergency services at 
the old Albany Hospital, 
Montgomery said there 
would be no emergency op- 
erations, but that some 
cases would be treated 
there. He said there will be 
no coronory services and 
that specific types of medi- 
cal patients will be located 
in the hospital. He said 
there are plans for about 39 
patients, but the number of 
patients depends on the re- 
modeling job and whether 
there will be room after the 
necessary therapy and 
examination rooms have 
been completed. 

Asked by Vice Mayor 
Lewis M. Howell if senior 
citizens from Albany, who 
have been in Alta Bates 
Hospital, can request 
movement to the Albany 
facility, Montgomery said 
that would depend on the 
doctor and the patient. He 
said all care would be used 
to accommodate Albany re- 
sidents. He also said he be- 
lieved Howell's request for 
a continuation of the free 
blood pressure tests can be 
granted, 

Care of stroke patients

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' RICHMOND—When most people 
think of a humane society, they 
think of a benevolent organization 
engaged in the completely uncon- 
troversial tasks of treating sick 
animals and sheltering homeless 
cats and dogs. 

Those people should come to Ber- 
keley to see just how controversial a 
humane society can be. 

~~ In the latest episode of a long and 
bitter dispute at the Berkeley-Kast. 
Bay Humane Society, about 25 un- 
‘happy animal lovers picketed’ 
Saturday in front of the society’s pet 
hospital and adoption center at 2700 
9th St., Berkeley. They held signs 
‘charging Humane Society leader- 
‘ship with inhumane animal treat- 
‘ment policies and undemocratic 
“governing procedures — charges - 
“that Humane Society officials have 
‘repeatedly dismissed as distorted 
and untrue. 

The immediate cause of the de- 
monstration was the recent firing of 
- dog-obedience trainer Mary Culley, 
by unanimous vote of the 15- 
member board of directors. Mrs. 
Culley, who has trained dogs at the 
Humane Society for 15 years and 
‘once donated all her proceeds from 
her traveling dog act to the society, 
has been one of the most outspoken 
critics of the society’s leadership. 

But Mrs. Culley’s firing was only 
the most recent incident in a series 
of accusations, counter-accusations, 
investigations, and personnel 
changes that began in late 1977. 

At that time, a handful of fourth- 
year veterinary students from 
Washington State University ar- 
rived at the Humane Society to 
begin ‘’externships’’ under the 
supervision of licensed California 
feernaniais! The program was the 
idea of Dr. Thomas Bulgin, then the 
chief veterinarian and head of the 
pet hospital at the Humane Society, 
who envisioned it as an eventual 
major West Coast veterinary 
center, and he had persuaded the 
board of directors to approve his 
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plan. The board agreed to pay the 
transportation and housing costs of 
the students, and $74,000 was taken 
out of an endowment from George 
Witel, an animal-loving Nevada mil- 
lionaire, to build three dormitory 
rooms on the second floor of the 
Humane Society building. 

The plan was never ‘’secret,”’ as 
some dissidents now claim, but 
neither was it well-publicized. When 
some members of the society found 
out about it, however, they were 
horrified. 

“J don’t think any humane society 
should be used as a teaching hospi- 
tal,’’ Mrs. Culley said Saturday. 
“It’s morally wrong. The potential 
for abuse is too great. The animals 
shouldn’t be used. They should be 
able to die with dignity.” - 

‘The dissidents were particularly 
incensed by the fact that the agree- 


ment with Washington State called , 


for ‘“‘research’’ by the students, 
among other things. To many of 
them, “research’’ conjured up ter- 
rible images of clumsy students 
using puppies and kittens to prac- 
tice operations. They claim to know 
of an incident-in which a student 
worked unsupervised, and of 
another in which a dog that should 
have been put to death was operated 
on first. They considered Bulgin a 
cold administrator who did not 
share their love of animals. 

Jean Jernigan, public relations of- 
ficer for the Humane Society, said 
animal experiments were never 
part of the extern program. Board 
member David Michener said he 
thought “research” meant the posi- 
tive search for new ways of treating 
animals — for example, by observ- 
ing the effects of all sedatives now in 
use on animals that needed to be se- 
dated, to determine which was the 
best and most humane. 

But the dissidents formed into two 
separate groups to fight the extern 
program, one calling themselves 
the Concerned Members of the 
Humane Society, the other Animal 
Lovers to End Research, or AL- 
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Humane Society fighting like eats 


TER, They began picketing in front 
of the Humane Society building, and 
in only three months, the students 
left and the board; under pressure, 
suspended the agreement with 
Washington State. , 
As this was happening, the execu- 
tive director of the Society, Paul 
Hurych, resigned in December, 
1977. Hurych, a retired Berkeley 
policeman, said he resigned be- 
cause of misgivings about possible 
abuses of the extern program. But 
some board members say he was 
asked to resign because of misman- 
agement. There were cost overruns 
on the dormitory construction, and 
the Witel endowment, earmarked 
“to promote humane education and 
training,’ had been wrongly spent 
for the rooms. The Society has since 
had to reimburse Witel’s estate. 
Personality conflicts between 
Bulgin and Hurych may have also 
led to Hurych’s resignation, some 


say. 
Attracted by all the hubbub in 
Berkeley, the California Attorney 
General’s office launched two inves- 
tigations at the Humane Society in 
1978, one into Bulgin’s veterinary 
practices and the other, into the fi- 
nances of the non-profit organiza- 
tion, which has asséts of about 
$6,000, all from private sources. 
The investigation resulted in a 
malpractice charge against Bulgin, 
who left the Humane Society when 
his contract expired in July and re- 
turned to his home in Idaho. A court 
hearing on the charge is still pend- 


ing. 

Despite the suspension of the 
Washington State extern program 
and the departure of Bulgin, the dis- 

ute has continued. The dissidents 
eel shut out of the decision-making 
process; board meetings are not 
public, and they are not allowed to 
attend. Some Humane Society offi- 
cials and board members feel the 
dissidents are waging a “holy war” 
without reason or restraint. Ms. 
Jernigan points out that a majority 
of the present board members were 
not on the board when the extern 
program was approved. 

Both sides invested a great deal of 
time and energy in the campaign for 
the board election held March 30. 
Both groups fielded slates of candi- 
dates, and to the undoubted confu- 
sion of society members who had 
received little correspondence from

The dissidents lost the election by 
anes pias of between 2-1 and 3-1, due 

artly to a proxy vote request in 
avor of the Humane Society slate 
from George Denny, a respected 
longtime board member and former 
director of the Society. The incum- 
bent board members paid for De- 
nny’s postage out of their own poc; 
kets, Ms. Jernigan said. 

The dissidents have complained 
about the election, saying the ballot 
listed their opponents as both a slate 
and individuals, and their candi- 
dates only as individuals. Ms. Jer- 
nigan said that was because the 
group did not identify itself as a 
slate until the deadline for doing so 
had passed. 

The dissidents have also charged 
that *‘donations’’ for pets at the 
adoption center are too high and 
discourage adoption, that new ken- 
nels are not being built, and that 
sick animals are put to death when 
they could still be treated. 

Ms. Jernigan said ‘‘donations’’ for 
pets — $15 for cats and $20 for dogs, 
eoverine. the first distemper shot 
and a physical examination — are 
no higher than at a veterinarian’s 
and are not strict prices meant to 
exclude people who can’t afford 
them. *‘Animals are only ‘put to 
death when they have a communic- 
able disease that could affect other 
animals in the adoption center, and 
new kennels aré about to be built 
with money from the Witel endow- 
ment, she said. 

Still; emotions in the dispute con- 
tinue to run very high. At the de- 
monstration Saturday for Mary Cul- 
ley, there were several verbal con- 
frontationd between picketers and a 
kennel employee. Photographers 


for both sides snapped pictures for © 


their separate documentary pur- 
oses, sparking more verbal hostil- 
ity. Two children of one of the de- 
monstrators emerged sniffling and 
teary-eyed from the adoption center 
after an exchange with a kennel 
employee over its euthanasia prac- 
tices. i 

The dispute is by far the worst in 
the 52-year history of the 
hig aes Bay Humane Soci- 
ety. William Culley, the husband of 
the fired dog trainer, said he is wor- 
ried that as a last resort, the dissi- 
dents may have to start their own 
animal shelter. 

“Nobody wants to dry this place 
up,”’ he said. “The edifice is already 
here. It’s nearly inconceivable to 
start another. But we may have to. 
After the membership meeting one 
woman was so mad she went home 
and wrote ‘VOID VOID VOID” all 
over her will. She was going to leave 
everything to the Berkeley Humane 
Society.
